Dramatic and emotional magic lantern shows like Jane Conquest were 
hugely popular and were often performed like plays, with scripts, songs 
and poems. Staged in Melbourne during the 1890s, this famous tale follows 
Jane as she cares for her sick child while her husband, Harry, is lost at sea. 
When it seems hope is lost, an angel appears to guide her, superimposed 
into the story by an effect slide. Not only did Jane Conquest feature early 
special effects, it also anticipated film techniques like parallel narratives as 
slides alternating between Jane’s and Harry’s stories.
